A Spring of Water 

In today's Gospel, we see Jesus being a blessing to a Samaritan 
woman. She comes upon him at the community well, and he asks her 
for a drink of water. She says, "/ am a Samaritan woman. How can 
you ask me for a drink?" In that statement we understand something 
of the hostility between Jews and Samaritans. This hostile 
relationship went back centuries, and the hatred remained in Jesus' 
time. In those days, Jews commonly used racial slurs to refer to 
Samaritans. 

This woman had come to the well in mid-day, in the heat of the 
day. We learn later that she was not very respectable; she may have 
gone to draw water at noon to avoid contact with the other women 
of the village. So what was Jesus, a Jew, doing talking to a 
Samaritan? And a sinful woman as well? 

In the verbal exchange Jesus has with her, she at last comes to 
know Jesus for who He is - the Messiah. And in later verses John tells 
us that she told the whole village of her experience, and they came 
to Him and believed. 

She was changed because of her encounter with Jesus, because 
Jesus revealed Himself to her. And she was so deeply moved that she 
told everyone of her experience. Her witness was powerful! 

We never learn if Jesus drank from the well. We never learn what 
she did about her adulterous relationships. We only know that she 
came to know Jesus as the Messiah and Savior. What a joy it is to 
know Him and to drink of the water He gives. For we know this is the 
water that "will become . . . a spring of water welling up to eternal 
life" in us.
